He took 
the oath of alleg-iance to Eng-land in 1687. in 1670 the inhab- 
itants of Gravesend at a town meetin^r allotted the tillable lands 
^umong- the inhabitants, and lot 32 was assigned to William 
Williamson, and ag'ain in 17()0 another division of land was 
made and a portion assig-ned to him. His will, dated December 1> 
1721, is recorded in the surrogate's office in New York, pag-e 288,' 
lib. 9 ; to this and deeds he signed his name Will* m Willem- 
sen. In 1715 he and his son Nicholas were subscribers to a 
fund for the suppqrt of Mr. Freeman and Mr. Antonides, the 
collegiate pastors of the Gravesend, Jamaica, New Utrecht and 
Datlands churches.

CHRISTOPHER JANSEJ ABEEJL. 

Waft born in Amsterdam , Holland, in 1621. When he was about 
twelve ^ears old Europe was scourg^ed with ** the great sickness " 
(probably the Plague), and his father was one of the victims ; 
then his mother was taken ill, and she saw her end approaching. 
She sent for a neighbor and entrusted to the woman all the ready 
money she had, with instructions to keep it until the boy, her 
only son, should become of age, and then to deliver it to • him. 
The masters of the orphan house iOok charg-e of the lad and also 
the real property, as by law directed, he having no relatione 
living in the city. Here he was educated, and when of suitable 
age was taught the trade of a carpenter ; and when he was of 
age the woman who had been entrusted with the funds by his 
mother sent for him and delivered the same, principal and 
interest, for his own use. With this m^ney he bought a stock of 
hardware, etc., and sailed for America, settling at Beaverwick, 
now Albany, about the year 1651. The first public record we . 
have of his presence was the conveyance of a lot in Beaverwick, 
dated April 23, 1652. In 1655, as a master carpenter, he built the 
First Reformed Dutch Church, which took the place of the Old 
Log Church ; and ten years after we see he was a deacon, and a 
vote of thanks was tendered him f^ his faithful services as 
treasurer of the poor fund. In 1665 he niade a voyage to Holland 
to receive a legacy from a deceased great un^le, and the passport 
is made in the name of the honorable Stoffle Jans Abeel. He 
held several offices in Albany as magistrate, etc., and in ordinary 
documents, as was the custom of the day, signed his name Stoffle 
Janse, leaving off the simame ; but to documents of importance, 
such as deeds, he added Abeel. He died in 1684. 

On November 22, 1660. he married Nkii<tiis Jansb Ckoom.

Son of Christoffel Al>eel and Catalina Schuyler, was born in 
Albany, April 8, 1722,. and is recorded as **an alleged lunatic,'* 
for the f oUowing" reasons : 

He early developed the taste for huntings and finally became 
a fur trader amonjc the Indians of the Six Nations, and was a 
great friend of the Indians, so much so that he became enamoured 
with an Indian princess named AuQUiPiso of the Turtle Clan of 
Senica Tribe and married her. Their son, born about 1742, 
became the great Cornpi^anter, who, at first, was an intense 
enemy of the Whites, but after making the acquaintance of 
W^HiNGtON, in 1781, made a treaty of peace with the United 
States, which transformed him to be their best friend, and was of 
great assistance to the cause of freedom during- the Revolutionary 
War. He died on Cornplanter Island in the Allegheny River in 
1836. One of the Indian Chiefs of the Senica Tribe visiting the 
Governor at Albany in 1H94 was named Abele.

CAPT. DAVID ABEEIr. 

Son of Col. James Abeel and Gertrude Neilson. Born Jan* 
nary 13, 1763, and died October 31. 1840. 

He commenced his seafaring life by volunteering his ser- 
vices to CapT. Barry (afterwards commodore U. S. navy), on 
board the letter of marque called the ''Governor General," to 
St. Kustatia and return, and was gone several months ; this was 
in the early part of 1780. His next cruise was with the some 
commander as midshipman on board the Ai«i.iancb Frigate 
bound to France to take out Col. I^awrehce, as American Minister 
to that country, in the early part of 1781. After leaving France 
and cruising near the West Indies t^ey wefe, on the 28th of May* 
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1781, attacked by two British sloops of war, the Atlanta atid 
Trepassy. At first it was a perfect calm and the two sloops were 
enabled to choose their position, by the use of their boats, while 

V 

the heavy f rig^ate lay at their mercy and was much damaged, so 
that the British commander called upon the frig^ate to surrender. 
Capt. Barry was seriously wounded and was below, and the next 
in command called his officers in consultation <is to what should 
be done, as they could make no effective resistance, and they 
were about to accede to the demand, when a slig-ht breeze bef;^an 
to fill the sails of the frigate. The Americans returned a nega- 
tive answer, hoping the breeze would increase. Hardly was the 
answer given when the sails of the frigate filled sufficiently to 
give her steerage way ; she was then laid between the sloops and 
could give them each the full effect of her broidsides. This 
lasted but a few minutes when they both surrendered. The 
Trepassy was sent to England as a cartel with prisoners ; the 
Atlanta was sent, hoping to make Boston us her port, but was 
recaptured off that place. The frigate arrived safely in port for 
repairs. Mr. Abeel was wounded in the thigh with a mu«ket 
ball, and on reaching New York received the public thanks of 
the Navy Board for his bravery. This cruise lasted about a 
year. 

His third cruise was in a letter of marque vessel bound for 
Holland. This vessel was captured and he was taken prisoner 
^ and sent to the Jersey prison ship at Brooklyn. Having an 
acquaintance high in the government in New York, he was 
released and sent to the city. Here he was introduced to the 
British Admiral who offered him a midshipman's warrant in his 
own ship if he would join the British navy? Mr. Abeel replied, 
that he was an American and would hold itl utter contempt any 
person who would thus turn recreant to the high claims of his 
country. The reply so provoked the admiral that he would not 
allow him to be exchanged for one of equ'kl rank ; he said he 
was too great a rebel to let go, and they kept him prisoner on 
parole until the termination of the war, about eighteen months, 
for all which time he received no compensation. After this he 
was engaged as captain in the merchant service.

REV. DaVjD ABEEL. 

Son of Capt. David Abeel and Jane Hassert, was born in 
New Brunswick, N. J., June 12, 1804. He wa» a minister of the 
Reformed Dutch Church, having^ graduated from the theological 
seminary at New Brunswick, April 15, 1826, and May 12, the 
same year, settled as pastor over the Reformed Church at Athens* 
N. Y. Here he remained for two years and a half, until the 
development of serious lung trouble, when he resigned, and in 
November, 1828, sailed for St. Thomas and St. Johns, W. I. He 
came home in August, 1829, so much improved that he was 
enabled to preach. He then entered the service of the Seamans* 
Friend Society and sailed for Canton, China, on the ship Roman 
in company with the Rev. Mr. Bridgman. Here he remained as 
chaplain until December 20, 1830, when he closed his engagement 
with the Seamans' Friend Society and entered the service of the 
American Board of Foreign Missions, with ins»tructions to travel 
through Java, Malaca, Siam, etc., seeking for the best location 
for missions, which, together with his evangelistic work, occupied 
about three years, and on May 33, 1833, he left Singapore for 
London, being five months on the sea. After visiting Switzer- 
land, Germany, Holland and France, he went to England, where 
he aided in the formation of the Society for the Education of 
Women in China, after which he sailed for home and arrived 
September, 1834. His health being very feeble he spent the next 
winter in the Southern States. In the spring he returned and 
attended medical lectures in New York city. His health con- 
tinuing feeble he spent the next winter at the South, where he 
was somewhat improved, and in October, 1838, sailed again for 
Canton, China, and again visited Singapore and Borneo, and 
returned to Canton during the Opium Waf, and at its termina- 
tion, when the ports were opened, he settled and established the 
Amoy Mission of the Reformed Dutch Church on March 1, 1842. 
Here his health became so critical that he was forced to leave 
and sailed for home January 14, 1845, in the ship Natchez, which 
made the most wonderfully short passage ever made by a sailing 
vessel, which, had it been of the usual time, he would no doubt 
i/have died on the passage. He lived until September 4, 1846, 
when he died at Albany and was buried in Greenwood Cemetery. 
By his death the name of Abeel has run out on the line.

The Williamsons have always been loyal to the Reformed 
Dutch Church, We have no positive record that the two first 
generations, Willem and Nicholas Williamson, were officers in 
the church, as the old church records from 1655 to 1714 are not to 
be found, but from history we see they were among the chief 
supporters of the Gravesend church.
